"But tlieie Is not a section or line In the en- 
tiro bill [McKinley tariff) that will open a 
market for another bualiel of wheat or an- 
other biuro] of pork.—Jaa. G. B la I no to Sen- 
ator Fryo, July 11, 1890." 


This sentence lis garbled and taken from 


its proper connection. It creates a wrong 
impression. What I did say Is thin: "I do 
not doubt that in many respects the tariff 
bill pending In the [senate Is a just measure, 
and that moat of Its provisions are In ac- 
cordance with tho wise policy of protection, 
but there la not a section or a line in the en- 
tire bill thut will open a market for another 
bushel of wheat or another pound of pork.*' 


The letter (n which this passage recurs 


WHS written to Senator Fryo on July 11,18'JO, 
and tho McKlnioy bill did not become a l<iw 
until October 1, nearly throe months there- 
after. In my letter to Senator Frye, I ob- 
jected to tho bill becausejt did not contain 
a certain reciprocity clause, which would 
provide a market for wheat and pork, for 
other products of ttie farm and for vatlona 
fabrics 
liofore the bill was linulli pusned 


tho reciprocity clause was Inserted, anU a 
largo addition WHS made to tho free list. It 
will therefore bo aeon "from what I siild In 
my let to i that the objection I made to tho 
WcKinloy bill was entirely rouiovod before 
the bill became a law. 


Let mo further say that the reciprocity 


clause has Klvon ample market for many 
barrels of Hour and many pounds of pork. 


Brazil, Bomo months since, entered Into a 


treaty by which many American articles are 
admitted 
free. Flour is made free, and 


pork Is admitted at a nominal duty, 


Cuba and Porto Uico have reduced tho 


duty on flour from S5.80 a barrel to $1 (which 
gives us the market) besides putlng nearly 
lOOaitlcles of American production on tho 
free list. 


Sun Domingo Jims made a reciprocity 


treaty, with ilour and pork upon tho free 
Hat, besides a large number of other arti- 
cles. Other treaties for roclpioclty are'ln 
progress, 


Germany, without negotiating a formal 


treaty, has removed the prohibition on 
pork, and our government, In consideration 
thereof, has left her sugar en the free Hat. 
This opens to ua an entirely now market,

will bo consumed per annum where not a 
pound has boon taken for ten years. 


Tho reciprocity provision ta proving very 


successful, especially In farm products, 
and more particularly In the case of the two 
articles mentioned In tho paragraph quoted 
—flour and pork. 


I am not, therefore, an opponent of the 


McKinloy bill, &9 tho democratic papers of 
Ohio aro constantly alleging. On tho con 
trary, I have cordially supported It ever 
since ft was perfected by tho Insertion of 
the reciprocity clause.

The Week's Bueinest. and the Outlook, 


as Baported by B. 0». Dun & Co. 


Nsw YORK, Oct. 17.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 


Business throughout tha west nnd south 


Is Improving. At eastern centers there IB 
loss satisfaction, and tho expected results 
from tho harvesting of largo crops aro more 
slowly rQiillzed. Yet tbo volume of all trade, 
as shown by payments through tho clcurlng 
house outside Now York, is na lartfo as It 
ever luis been, and for October, may even 
surpass the unprecedented record ol last 
year. The output of furnaces In blust Octo- 
ber 1, was 191,015 tons weekly, against 170,8*8 
September 1, and 170.261 a year u«o. Tho 
largest output of Iron ever reported was 
183.8JG December 1,18DO. Yet this enormous 
production is nmrvelously absorbed, for 
stocks of coke Iron aro not larger than A 
mouth ago, anil of anthracite and charcoal 
aro a little smaller. The wool manufacture 
is short uf orders in the men's wenr depart- 
ment, though Chicago clothiers aro buying 
freely, but on thn whole clothiers have not 
taken nearly their usual supply of goods, 
and many of the mills arc closing. Tho de- 
mand for dress goods Is strong, and many 
superior qualities are offered, while knit 
goods are dull us well as carpets. The

The woolen goods industry 
apart from ladies' cloths, does not si 
any perceptible sign of improvemen' 
but keeps on a slow, steady gait, apnr 
from cnrpetiogs and woolen underwear 
Both of the latter industries have bee 
usually busy during the last six month 
at fairly profitable prices.

The Saw Chioago-Bt. Loula Train 


on the Illinois Centra 1 Road. 


On Sunday the Illinois Central will 


inaugurate a sdmewhat radical change in 
ita night service between Chicago and 
St. Louis. Such |change will consist in 
having its can inn for tbe entire distance 
between the two cities as a solid through 
train, in place of the present arrange- 
ment of turning over its through chair 
and Bleeping cars to be attached to a 
Yandatia line at Efflngham. The route 
will also be changed, the new train to run 
through over the Central's lines via Oil- 
man, 
Gibson, Clinton, Deoatnr, Fana 


and Vandalia, reaching its destination 
over the tracks of the Vandalia line from 
the latter point, bat remaining a solid 
train tbe entire distance. This new train 
will go into service Sunday,Ootnb9r 18tb, 
at 9 p. m., reaching St. Louis at. 7:30 in 
the morning. It has been named "The 
Diamond Special," and, it is claimed, 
enters lists of Chicago-St. Louis busi- 
ness the peer of any existing train be- 
tween those cities in point of elegance of 
equipment, desirability of route, time and 
efficient service. It will be a vestibnle 
train lighted by gas throughout, and will 
be equipped with a compartment buffet 
sleeping oar, a drawing room sleeping 
car, reclining chair cars, and a combina- 
tion coach and smoking car. 


Not even the Alhambra of the Moore, 


in its day and generation, was more beau- 
tifully or more harmoniously decorated 
for its usage than is this smoking rootr. 
It is finished in African vermilion wood 
ot warm, dark coloring and exquisite 
grain, relieved by embossed gold-leather 
panels and friere, with soft, carpeted 
floor and chastely decorated ceiling to 
match. A feature that in ornamental at 
all times, and that at night gives a pecul- 
iar richness and oriental effect to this 
room, bringing out the leoft brilliancy of 
its silken draperies, and gold and vermil- 
ion hues of the flhish, is the five-jet gas 
chandelier of deflecting mirrors set ia the 
center of the ceiling.

The letter con- 
tains a single lower and upper berth and 
a lavatory. It is finished in mahogany, 
and paneled aud decorated in the same 
general style and elaborateness ae tho 
"green" 
and the "canary" 
rooms, 


except that tbe plushes are of steel- 
gray. Adjoining this "Gray room" Je the 
drawing room, the largest of ell the com- 
partments. It contains double lower 
and upper bertha and a eofa, and also 
a complete toilet room separated from it 
by heavy draperies. The ladies toilet at 
this end of the car is commodious. 


Of the remaining equipments of "The 


Diamond Special," but little needs to be 
said except that it is in keeping with

The Shoahonea and Arapahoea of Wy 


omlnif Give TJp Half Their 


Eeflervatlon. 


DEXTER, CoL, Oct. 17.—The reporter 


of tbe United Press v.'ho accompanied 
the commission appointed by Secretary 
Xoble to negotiate with Shoshone and 
Arapahoe Indians of Wyoming1 for a 
cession of a portion of the Wind River 
reservation, telegraphs that the com- 
mission has been entirely successful 
and hah effected an agreement with 
the Indians under which the latter cede 
to the United States more than half of 
thL'ir reservation. 


The ceded land consists of about ls- 


100,000 acres. 
For the land ceded the 


Indians receive Si!00,000, or about fifty- 
five cents per acre. Of this amount all 
but a cash payment of 800,000 will be 
put into funds for the benefit of the In- 
dians and the annual interest expended 
in tin1 purchase and maintenance of a 
cattle herd; in giving- them irrigation 
flitchos, schools and other tilings neces- 
sary to make the Indian self-support- 
ing. 


The hind coded is, with the exception 


of 100,000 acres, well watered, and ttc 
bottom lands arc rich. Coal and oil 
are found on the ceded lands, and there 
are indications of the presence of more 
valuable minerals. The country is 150 
miles from 
railroad communication,
